M. de Jonnes estimates the mortal- 
ity in India, at 2,500,000 annually, or $5,000,000 for 
the fourteen years! ‘The lowest calculation gives 
eighteen millions for Indostan, and about thirty six mil- 
lions for the rest of Asin and Europe—being more than 

ifly millions of deavhs in fourteen years from one fu- 
tal disease. 

Wherever the cholera has appeared, it has seldom 
destroyed less than one third of the diseased. In India 
the proportion has been generally about one half. Not 
unfrequently three fifths, two thirds, and six sevenths 
of the infected, perished. We have heretofore re- 
marked upon the caprice with which its ravages have 
heen apparently directed, the mortality under precisely 
similar circumstances varying in a manner yet unex- 
plained and apparently unaccountable. oa
